co-operation with the health authori­ 
ties respecting quarantine. This will 
not only save the lives of your child- 
ten but those of others. All cases must 
be reported. 
“The above rules are not difficult to 
follow. However if it were possible 
to get parents to adhere strictly to 
them the measles problem would be 
covyspieulously reduced, many lives 
saved and resultant conditions eli­ 
minated.
